On November 3, 2015, you were served with a Letter of Intention indicating 
your right to respond to the Sheriff's Department’s pending disciplinary action 
against you, as reported under IAB File Number 2388622.

1. That in violation of the Department’s Manual of Policy 
and Procedures, Section(s) 3-01/050.10, Performance 
to Standards; and/or 3-01/030.10, Obedience to Laws, 
Regulations and Orders (as pertaining to section 5- 
09/220.50, Foot Pursuits, and/or 3-10/150.00, Tactical 
Incidents), on or about December 23, 2014, you failed 
to conform to the work standards established for your 
rank as a patrol trained deputy sheriff and/or failed to 
follow Department policy when you were faced with a 
tactical dilemma and engaged in a foot pursuit of BE
